(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



Claims 1 -6 , 14, 18, 20, 22-25, 29, 31, 33, 36, 37, 38, 40 and 41 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by UK 2,042,943. Regarding claims 22-36, because of the 
peculiar nature of the claims, product-by-process claims, the patentability is based on the product 
itself The patentability of a product by process claim does not depend on its method of 
production. If the product in a product by process claim is the same as or obvious from a product 
of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though the prior art product was made by a 
different process. In re Thorpe, 111 F.2d 695, 698, 227, USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985).

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4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 15-17, 19, 21, 26, 27, 28, 30, 32, 34, 35, and 39 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over UK patent 2,042,943. UK patent 2,042,943 teaches 
the claimed invention excepting the particular jewelry be made with the precious wire. It would 
have been obvious to the artisan of ordinary skill in the art to have used the particular wire 
disclosed by UK patent 2,042,943 in any well know chain or jewelry structure desired where 
precious metal is desired but at a cheaper price. Rope chains, diamond cut chains, rope chains, 
bangles, and ear rings are well known and would have been an obvious choice of jewelry made 
with the product of UK patent 2,042,943. Regarding claims 34 and 35, the particular type of 
precious metals used in the product of UK patent 2,042,943 would have been to the skilled artisan 
an obvious choice of design and use of known metal expedients.
